DEMOCRATIC SUICIDE IN INDIANA. 
Special Correspondence af The Tribune. 
ELxnanr, Ind., Sept. 18.—The ticket which 
the Indiana Democracy is called upon to follow 
is surely working the death of that party. In 
any State but Indiana its nomination would 
have been quick suicide; but Indiana Democrats 
are a hardy set, able to thrive on what would 
bring destruction to the same party elsewhere. 
The success of that party in 1874 gave it such 
confidence that in April it selected for its candi- 
dates the men who, in the event of election, 
could most thoroughly disgrace the State. 
Williams, the candidate for Governor, has only 
two qualifications upon which his party pretend 
to recommend him,—his blue jeans breeches 
and his utter lack of culture. Indeed, it is 
the boast of the party that many of its 
candidates have come from the unedu- 
cated, and the chief qualifications of most 
are their ignorance and their past unfaithful- 
ness to public or private trusts. One of the 
electors is under indictment for perjury in a 
case wherein he embezzled funds belonging to a 
business firm in Ohio, one of the candidates for 
the office of Judge of the Supreme Court is 
charged with filching. $64,000 from the State 
Treasury, while another candidate for the 
same Office belongs to the ye army of 22 
grabbers whom the people are laying on the 
shelf as fast as an opportunity presents itself.

Condition of the Extradition Negotiations 
—Instructions Relative to the Transporta- 
tion of Goods in Bond.

Wasnmoron, D. C., Sept. 19.—-The condition 
of the negotiations between Great Britain and 
this country relative to extradition is this: 

After the Winslow case was settled by the re- 

lease of the prisoner, our Government took the 

ground that no law of Parliament could, under 

any circumstances, be made to abrogate a 

treaty, while Lord Derby insists that a new 

treaty must be made on the basis of the law of 

1370. Secretary Fish declares that. the United 

States can take no action unless the treaty is 


recognized as thg higher authority, and on this 
point of difference all correspondence on the 
subject, has e Mr. Fish says that any 
proposition must come from Great Britain, and 
that none will be entertained other than one 
which admits the position he has taken.

The following circular instructions to Collec- 
tors relating to transportation over Cana- 
dian territory, will prove ot immediate interest 
to importers. 

Art. 10 of the regulations of this Depart- 
ment, dated March N. 75, governing the 
transportation of merchandise to, from, and 
through the British Possessions of North Ameri- 
ca, is amended so as to read: Mer- 
chandise of domestic origin, duty — 
or free of duty, may be transported from 
one port to mother of the United States over 
the territory of the Dominion of Canada with 
the consent of the proper authorities by routes 
duly designated and bounded. For such pur- 
pose cars must be specially appropriated for 
such transportation, plac under Customs 
seals by an officer of the Customs at the port of 
departure in the United States, and remain thus 
sealed until they shall have. ed through 
such foreign terr.toury and again arrive in the 
United States. The Collectors of Customs on 
the frontier may, however, allow railway cars 
laden for transit through Canada to remain un- 
sealed where such cars contain perishable mer- 
chandise or valuable animals requiring the spe- 
cial care of attendants during the transit, 
and when such animals or wmerchan- 
dise are capable of identification by 
specific description in the manifest 
of the car containing the same. In all other 
cases when it is desired to transport live stock 
or other merchandise through the Dominion of 
Cavada in unsealed cars, the Collectors will de- 
tall a regular or temporary Inspector of Cus- 
toms to accompany such cars during the transit, 
the expense uf which service shall be paid by 
the party at whose request the same is render- 
ed. Ali bulky merchandise which is incapable 
of being put in sealed cars may be transported 
ou platiorm-cars.

A letter from Paris to the Philadelphia Tele- 
graph says: The fate of the ruins of the 
Tuileries at last has been decided by official de- 
cree. The ruins, massive, picturesque, and 
useless, are to be removed, and a building erect- 
ed on their site which is to serve as a picture 
gallery and museum, probably asa gallery for 
modern French pictures, as the Luxembourg, 
now used for that purpose, is notoriously the 
worst adapted edifice for a picture gallery in the 
world. The rooms are cramped, the light is bad, 
and there is no possibility of au adequate dis- 
play of fully one-third ot the art treasures that 
should be deposited there. It was at 
first suggested that the walls of the 
Tuileries should be left standing, and merely 
the roof and interior replaced, but there were 
grave doubts exp as to the soundness of 
the foundations, and so the last vestiges of the 
historical palace of Catherine de Medicis will 
shortly disappear. I am told that belore the 
ruins are removed Gustave Dore intends to im- 
mortalize them in ove of his characteristic de- 
signs. The picture will represent the facade o1 
the ruined palace by moonlight. Above, in the 
white shimmer of the light, hover the spectres 
of the Kings and Queens of France that dwelt 
there. from Catherine de Medicis down to Na- 
poleon IIL, their shaduwy forms just visible 
against the sky, while below, through the hol- 
low, casementless window, peer the mocking, 
exulting shapes of Discord and Anarchy, tue 
terrible ghosts of Revolution and Ruin.

MR. PHELPS’ ‘' VINDICATION.”

Western importers will be interested in an 


amended regulation of the Treasury Depart- 


ment relative to the transportation of ap- 
praised merchandise in bond through Cana- 
dian territory. The change pertains to ar- 
ticles of a perishable nature requiring atten- 
tion en route, live stock, and such bulky or 
unwieldy articles as can only be transported 
upon platform cars or the decks of vessels.

We publish a card from Mr. S. Conmmo 
Jopp in answer to u paragraph which ap- 
peared in Taz TAU NN yesterday concerning 
him.

The Grand Commander in Illinois is —— Jupp, 
of Lewistown, and R. B. Prin, of Springfield, 
who is entitled Grand Missionary of the State,” 
and designated also as a member of VALLaN- 
pienam's staff, is one of the active members, hav- 
ing been busily engaged throughout the summer in 
establishing temples and initiating members. 

We give Mr. Jupp the full benefit of his 
denial of the company-of-cavalry story, and 
we will give him the benefit of a denial that 
he was a member and officer of the Knights 
or the Sons of Liberty, and by to-morrow we 
will be able to explain and give evidence 
from official papers as to the purposes and 
ends of that organization, and of its opera- 
tions in this State and other States in oppo- 
sition to the War and in aid of the Rebell-

THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN PARTIES. 
Since the delivery of Prof. Sumnzr’s trans- 
cendental theories of party organization, a 
good many newspapers that think they can 
best serve the Democratic party under the pre- 
tense of independence have descanted wildly 
on the subject of party shackles, all leading 
up to the support of Sanol. J. Torx, 
whose long life has been a constant devotion 
to party, and who has been utterly unscrupu- 
lous in his management of politics for party 
ends. The whole drift of the argument is 
palpably inconsequential. But it is a good 
time to meet Prof. Sum on his own 
ground. His theory is that party is a non- 
entity,” a form, a “‘ metaphor,” a thing 
without a moral conscience,” and that good 
citizens must look to the men and not the 
party. We presume that it will be admitted 
that a party is an aggregation of men; and 
herein, following Prof. Sumwnezr’s leading 
idea, do we find the great difference between 
the Republican and Democratie parties of 
to-day. 

A single instance will suffice to illustrate 
the distinction. The Democratic party nom- 
inated Sanum. J. TInom for President and 
adopted the glittering generality of Re- 
form” as the catchword of the campaign. 
On Prof. Sumnrn’s theory, the candidate, 
chief supporters, and men who furnish 
the votes, ought to be of a character to pledge 
the realization of reform and not to tolerate 
either personal or political corruption. Now 
Mr. Ton, their candidate for President, is 
plainly charged with being a perjurer and a 
revenue-thief. The offense which is laid at 
his door is materially the same ag that for 
which Ream and Hzstre, McKee and Ma- 
GUIRE are now serving out their terms in jail. 
There were but one or two newspapers 
among the entire Democratic press of the 
country that called upon Mr. Torx to show 
that the charge was false, and even these 
have failed to press the demand. Some 
weeks have elapsed, and Mr. Tom has not 
spoken. The theories of defense advanced 
by some of his partisans have all been aban- 
doned. His own continued silence, in spite 
of a promised explanation, is a virtual ad- 
mission that he is unable to explain away the 
evidence against him. It is no longer a case 
of mere speculation. The original record 
stands which shows him to have sworn in 
one instance that his entire income in 1862 
was only $7,118, and in another instance 
that he received the sum of $20,000 from a 
single client in that year. To this has been 
added evidence that his earnings for that 
year were not less than $100,000; that for 
eight years he made no return what- 
ever of his income as the law re- 
quired, which is precisely the same 
as distillers making no return of the 
whisky they manufacture; and, in a word, 
that he has robbed the Government of prob- 
ably not less than $80,000, which was just 
as much the property of the Government 
under the law and in fact as Mr. TrupEn’s 
coat is his property. Yet the great body of 
men who make up Mr. Trupen’s party, the 
newspapers that support him, the stump-ora- 
tors who go about the country and make 
speeches for him, the blowers and strikers 
who organize States, counties, cities, towns, 
and villages in his behalf, have uttered no 
wordof protest against his continued silence, 
and have apparently suffered not a moment 
at the thonght that they are seeking to ele- 
vate to the highest office in the Government 
a man who deliberately robbed the Govern- 
ment for a period of ten years. 

The Republican party, though it be a 
„form or a “metaphor,” according to 
Prof. Sumwzr, is made up of different stuff. 
It is an aggregation of a better class of men 
with a higher notion of morality and hones- 
ty. It may have its hack politicians, and its 
blowers and strikers, like other political or- 
ganizations, but they are not so overwhelm- 
ingly in the majority as to blunt the moral 
perceptions of that large number of citizens 
who act with it under the promptings of a 


Prof. Somwzze would not deny it. 
The men who make up the mass 
of Republican voters are of aclass who would 
not, for the sake of party alone, elect to the 
Presidency a man who would be a standing 
object of scorn before the world, and give 
the lie to every American claim that our 
popular Government is the model Republic. 

The difference between the Republican 
and Democratic parties cannot be more aptly 
illustrated on any personal basis. Nothing 
could have occurred to reveal more vividly 
the intense and conscienceless partisanship 
of the mass of people who are now aggre- 
gated under the form or “‘ metaphor” of 
the Democratic party. The offices, spoils, 
power, and plunder of political success are 
the objects in view. There are men Who 
would have voted for Tom that will not 
on this account, but they are not numerous 
to prick the up to a moral 
sense of the infamy of trying to make 
a revenue-thief Chief Magistrate of the 
country. The Confederates of the South 
long too ardently for a restoration of their 
political ascendency to be deterred by any 
obstacle; their allies at the North hanker too 
greedily after the spoils of place to trifle 
with success for the sake of honor; and the 


entire mass known as the Democratic party, 


while shrieking reform; are united in the 
support of a man for President whose tax- 
record deprives him of the confidence of 
those sincerely in favor of reform, and will 
make him, as President, the tool of political 
corruptionists. We commend this illustra- 
tion to that class of political theorists who 
are just now looking to men and not party. 


The Democrats incurred the expense of 
hiring a hall to enable ex-Senator TnUnnvr. 
to give his views and opinions upon the rela- 
tions of the Republican and Democratic par- 
ties to the country at the present time. Mr. 
TRUMBULL is no exception to the general 
rule, that the politician who educates him- 
self to the belief that he is essential to the 
country, and is taught how readily the coun- 
try can get along without him, forever after 
has a poor opinion of mankind, and especial- 
ly of those whom he betrayed, and who then 
abandoned him. There are but few, howev- 
er, to whom this experience happens more 
than once; but Mr. Trumsvtt is now doing 
for the Democratic party that which at a 
previous date in his history he did for the 
Republicans. He is exhibiting the bit- 
terness and virulence of his nature 
towards those to whom he had 
proved treacherous and false. In 1854, 
Lyman Taunus, who had been a Demo- 
crat, left his party and the personal politi 
associates of a lifetime, helped to organize 
and recruit the Republican party, and for 18 
years was conspicuous for the relentless de- 
nunciation and vehement bitterness which 
he heaped upon his old party, its policies, 
and its leaders. The Republican party ac- 
cepted him as one of its founders and lead- 
ers; honored him with three elections to the 
United States Senate, and honored him by 
eminent position in that body. Failing to 
do more for him, he turned upon it with in- 
gratitude, and on Monday evening, at Far- 
well Hall, under the patronage of Grand- 
Commander 8. Cornine Jupp, k. G. C., 
delivered a speech in denunciation of the 
Republican party which will fairly compare 
in bitterness with any of his many excoria- 
tions of the Democratic party. 

In this speech Mr. Trumsvutx was guilty 
of saying several remarkable things, for in- 
stance : 

That party’s [Republican] abuse of power was 
no less flagrant than its corruption. It disregarded 
the Constitution and the law, whenever it suited 
its convenience. There was a positive statute that 
no military officer should be appointed toa civil 
office. In defiance of that, the President had ap- 
pointed military officers to civil positions in the 
White House. United States Marshals were au- 
thorized to appoint deputies without limit, to be 
paid out of the United States Treasury, for the 
purpose of controlling elections, under the pre- 
tense that the Fifteenth Amendment sanctioned 
it. It authorized no such thing, merely declaring 
that there should be no discrimination on account 
of race, color, or previous condition ofservitade. It 
conferred the right to vote upon noone. Another 
act of usurpation was the setting up of a Govern- 
ment by military authority in Louisiana. Some 
said that this was Grantism and not Republican- 
ism. The two isms were synonymous, mearing 
the same thing. 

Mr. Trumsvutu, from the time the Repub- 
licans attained a majority in the Senate, was 
made Chairman of the Judiciary Committee, 
and during the War, and the whole period of 
reconstruction, was the author or - framer of 
all the legislation which is now pronounced 
unconstitutional. Under some of these laws 
framed by him and passed by Congress, men 
were arrested and imprisoned, and when they 
appealed their cases to the Supreme Court 
the Judiciary Committee was prompt with 
its special act taking away the right of ap- 
peal in all that class of cases. The Chair- 
man of the Judiciary Committee went down 
from the Senate to argue the constitutionali- 
ty of the legislation of the Republican ma- 
jority, and so ably and effectually did 
he annihilate the Democratic objections 
that $10,000 was considered a moderate 
fee for his patriotic services. If Congress in 
those days disregarded the Constitution and 
the law whenever it suited them, the Repub- 
lican majority had a facile agent on the Judi- 
ciary Committee to frame the laws and to 
defend the violations of the Constitution be- 
fore the courts. Perhaps there is no one 
man in the United States more responsible 
for the legislation of Congress from the be- 
ginning of the War until the completion of 
reconstruction than Mr. Lyman Troumsv tw. 
The very act of Congress giving the Presi- 
dent power to employ the military force to 
prevent intimidation or violence towards vot- 
ers was passed while Mr. Trumsv.t was in 
Congress, and, if we mistake not, was re- 
ported by his Committee and approved by 
him 


Mr Troumsvi1t thought proper in his 
speech to denounce “ Republicanism and 
Grantism,” and to say they were synonymous 
terms, when he knows full well how unwar- 
ranted the statement was. Without stopping 
to discuss that subject, it is enough to say 
that Gen. Grant is not a candidate at this 
time; that if the Republican party wanted to 
continue Gen. Grant and his line of official 
conduct it would have nominated him at 
Cincinnati; that instead of so doing the 
Republican party nominated quite another 
style of candidate, and on a platform as 
widely distinct from Grantism as possible. 
Gen. Haves in his letter, and in the platform 
which he accepted, shows that he is in favor 
of a radical reform of the whole administra- 
tive service of the Government. To state 
that his Administration will be a continua- 
tion of Grantism is a libel on the honesty 
and good name of Gov. Havzs. 

Mr. Trumsvuu’s discovery, that the setting 
up of a State Government in Louisiana in 
1873 was an act of usurpation, is rather late. 
At that date Mr. Trumsur had tried his 
experiment of an independent candidate. 
The people of his own State had rejected 
the Louisiana case appeared to him to be an 


| usurpation, when, under acts of Congress 


framed and voted for by him, State Govern- 
ments had been erected and maintained by 
force in all the Southern States, State Con- 
stitutions had been formed by military order, 
Legislatures had been compelled by military 
force to ratify amendments to the Federal 
Constitution, and to amend and alter their 
own State Constitutions. All this had been 
done by legislation framed by Mr. Trum- 
BULL, with no word of from him’; and 
his objection in the last hours of his official 
term to the Louisiana matter was really 
straining at a gnat after having for ten 
years taken a camel or two daily with com- 
fort and satisfaction. 

Mr. Tann tickled the ears of the Dem- 
ocrats around him by declaring that because 
Mr. Lancoun did not receive a majority of 
the popular vote m 1860, therefore the Re- 
publican party did not put down the Re- 
bellion. The great bulk of the popular vote 
of 1860 for Dovoxas and for BILL was given 
by Union men. After the War- begun, all 
these persons united in a support of the Re- 
publican Administration in the prosecution 
ofthe War. Thousands of them actually 
united with the Republicans, and have and 
are now acting with that party. No man 
has ever pretended that the army of the Un- 
ion was composed exclusively of the men 
who voted for Liancoun in 1860, or that 
the party has never had any other 
members. The country, including in that 
term all persons except those members of 
the Democratic party who opposed the War, 
supported the Republican party in the Gov- 
ernment and in Congress in the prosecution 
of the War to preserve the Union. The 
Anti-War Democrats, North and South, did 
not support the Republican Administration 
in prosecuting the War, and are now, as they 
were then, opposing the Republican party. 
They look upon Mr. Traumsvunt as a deserter 
to their camp, and we suppose feel towards 
him accordingly. 

Mr. TrumBvLt must have afforded amuse- 
ment to the veteran Democrats around him 
by his declaration that the Republican party 
now was not the Republican party which ex- 
isted while he was a member of it, from 1854 
to 1871; and that the Democratic party of 
1876 is in no respect the same party which 
he left in 1854, which for 18 years he de- 
nounced, and which had cost the country so 
many lives and so many millions to keep in 
subjugation. The vanity that suggested that 
during the last 22 years both parties have 
been profligate, corrupt, and treasonable, ex- 
cept only when he belonged to them, was 
gorgeous. It was equal to anything that 
Henry Cray Dean or Dan VoorHezs ever 
expressed. Mr. Taumsvii was virtuous in 
denouncing the Republican members of Con- 
gress who were suspected of sharing in the 
Credit-Mobilier frauds, but he omitted— 
forgot, perhaps—to emphasize this wicked- 
ness by telling the story of the statesmen 
who grabbed the back-pay plunder, 


“THE MISSISSIPPI PLAN” IN TEXAS. 

The Mississippi Plan” is working well 
in Texas. A few days since we referred to 
the details of recent Democratic legislation, 
by which it is possible to bring imaginary 
charges against colored Republicans, convict 
them of felonies, sentence them to the Peni- 
tentiary, and then sell them to the ex-slave- 
masters for a term of years sufficient to sat- 
isfy the sentence, thereby not only remand- 
ing them into a temporary slavery, but also 
disfranchising them and disqualifying them 
from serving on juries. The packed Con- 
federate juries, however, cannot work fast 
enough to overcome Republican majorities, 
so The Mississippi Plan has been put into 
operation. The Dallas City Union Intelli. 
gencer of the 16th inst. has narratives of the 
murder ard massacre of Republicans 
upon every page. We have already re- 
ferred in these columns to the cowardly mur- 
der of J. H. Bavuouuan, the ex-Sheriff of 
Wharton County, while lying in his bed. He 
was a courageous Union officer, who had won 
his promotion by. bravery, andg after the 
close of the War, settled in Texas and was 
elected Sheriff. That he was an honest 
officer is shown by the fact that the Demo- 
crats have not been able to find any fraudu- 
lent act committed by him while in office. 
After his term had expired he followed the 
quiet occupation of farming, and was widely 
known as a friend and counselor of the ne- 
groes. After the murderous onslaught by 
Democrats upon the negroes at Eagle Lake, 
their friends came to him for advice. He 
counseled them to apply for warrants 
against the murderers, and his counsel has 
cost him his life. On the Iith inst. four 
Republicans were killed in Goliad County. 
A few days since tho Sheriff of San Patricio 
County, a Republican, was shot dead 
while attending church. The colored 
people’s churches in Refugio County 
have been burned. A correspondent of the 
Goliad News (Democrat) recently recorded 
the murders of several colored Republicans, 
adding that they had been sent to the hap- 
py hunting-grounds.” WILLIAM H. Sms, a 
Republican of Burnet County, was taken 
out of his house on the night of the 13th 
inst. and hanged for no other offense than the 
expression of his political opinions. From 
every part of Texas comes the news of Re- 
publicans murdered upon the highways, 
hatiged to trees, shot in their beds and at 
their firesides by gangs of Tildenites. In 
Western Texas especially, a reign of terror 
exists, and any officer who interferes in be- 
half of law and order is at once shot down by 
the Democratic mobs. The way negro riots 
are manufactured is thus shown by the 
Intelligencer : 

Desperadoes and worthless white people seek 
difficulties with and kill one or more freedmen, 
and, to protect themselves from punishment, they 
arouse the whole country with cries of a negro 
insurrection. As the whites collect and arm, the 
colored people begin to rally together. Here 
then is proof of the hostile intentions of the 
blacks. and it always results in the killing of a 
few more (so-called) turbulent negroes, in order 
to quell the insurrection! The blacks being gen- 
erally unarmed, and so long accustomed to the 
domination of the whites, it is seldom any trouble 
to disperse them by a few well-directed shots. 
After this is done, the men who begun the difii- 
culty roam around and over the country under the 
pretense of avoiding murder by the negroes, and 
they quarter themselves with impunity upon the 
better classes of the white citizens, whom they 
have drawn into these so-called negro riots. 

To punish these Democratic mobs is sim- 
ply impossible, hence they can murder with 
impunity. They do not go masked, and con- 
sequently cannot be tried under the Ku-Klux 
statutes. They must be indicted in some of 
the State Courts within the county where 
the offense was committed. As all colored 
men who cannot both read and write are ex- 
cluded from juries, they are composed main- 
ly of white men, and as the white men are 
either directly concerned in these outrages, 
or are active sympathizers with the murder- 
ers, no one can be convicted. Meanwhile, if 
a negro is arrested for vagrancy or drunken- 
ness, he is convicted by these white juries of 
a felony, sentenced for a long term of years, 
and sold into slavery. The only possibility 
of hope for the unfortunate negroes, and for 
white Republicans as well, is the fear of 
some of the Democratic newspapers that 
their friends are overdoing the work of mur-

der and massacre. One of these papers, the 
Dallas Herald, is so alarmed at the effect it 
is producing in the North that it warns the 
Governor as follows : 

Whenever a State Executive falls to protect, as 
he should protect, the citizens of his State, he di- 
rectly and unequivocally, by that very act, invites 
Federal interference. Will Gov. Coxe be warned? 
Will he, in the name of justice, for the honor of 
Texas, for the common weal of this people, Art 
his voice and his arm in their defense? If he fails, 
and bayonets are placed at our throats, who may 
say what reckoning Texas may demand? 

The Herald places too heavy a burden of 
responsibility upon Gov. Coxr’s shoulders. 
The responsibility for the infamous persecu- 
tion of Republicans in Texas rests upon the 
Democratic party in that State, This is 
clearly enough shown by the abuse which is 
heaped upon the Herald for its course by 
nine-tenths of the Democratic papers in 
Texas. 


HOOKER AND TILDEN. 

The New York Sun chuckles over the an- 
nouncement that Fighting Jon Hooxer is 
for Inn, but will the Sun, or Fighting 
Jon Hooxsr, or any one else, explain why ? 
Hooxer is a soldier; Trupen has never been 
a soldier. Hoon fought the South; Tu- 
b defended it. Hooxer fought to put 
down secession ; Trupzn openly claimed that 
the South had a right to secede. While 
Hooker was doing everything in his power 
to close the War victoriously, Torn was 
doing everything in Ais power to prevent 
such a result. Fighting Jon Hooxer never 
found a more insidious enemy on the battle- 
field than Tuna. The men whom he met 
were brave men, who were willing to fight 
or die for their opinions. Tux, who be- 
lieved in the right of secession, remained at 
home and worked in safety against Hooxxn, 
by making speeches, and circulating docu- 
ments, and framing resolutions in National 
Conventions to the effect that the South 
was right in its doctrine of secession, and, 
of course, that Hooxzr was wrong in at- 
tempting to coerce them to stay in the 
Union; more than that, that after four 
years of war, Hooxzer was a failure and had 
done nothing. This was Trrpen’s treatment 
of Hoon and of all the other officers and 
soldiers of the Unionarmy. He never con- 
tributed a cent from his immense wealth for 
the relief of Hooxer’s wounded soldiers; 
never uttered a word of cncouragement or 
sympathy for them: on the other hand, in- 
variably refused to contribute of his money 
or to attend any meeting called for the pur- 
pose of sustaining the efforts of the Govern- 
ment or encouraging the troops in the field. 
The Sun says: Gen. Hooxer was among 
the first to tender his congratulations to 
Gov. Trip.“ We do not question the 
truth of the Sun’s statement, but the mystery 
to Hooks soldiers and friends will be to 
find out why he congratulated Trpern. 
Tro certainly never congratulated him 
for anything that he did as a soldier; on the 
other hand, was more disposed to damn him 
for fighting against the Confederates. Why 
does this gallant officer congratulate TIL DNN? 
Is it for his successful defrauding of the 
revenue and deliberate perjury? Is it for 
his association with Boss Twrrp in stuffing 
ballot-boxes? Is it for his success in manipu- 
lating the Credit Mobilier and defrauding the 
stockholders of the Pacific Road? Is it for 
his great ability as a railroad-wrecker? Is it 
for his connection with Tammany? Is it 
because he helped to steal the Republican 
vote of the State of New York? Is it be- 
cause he is an advocate of State-Soverignty, 
with the implied right of secession? Is it 
because he used his best effort to overcome 
Hooxer and Hooxer’s soldiers by a cowardly 
fire-in-the-rear? If it is not for any of these 
reasons that Hooxzr congratulates TWD, 
will the Sun inform us what is the mysterious 
reason? There must be some cause, not 
apparent on the surface, why e gallant Union 
General should consort with a secessionist. 


THE CITY GAS SUPPLY. 

The gas controversy has been settled so 
far as the North and South Divisions of the 
city are concerned, covering about one-half 
the territory, and including about one-half 
the street-lamps and the bulk of the public 
buildings. Mr. Warxrys has acceded to the 
terms of $1.50 per 1,000 feet, and the Mayor 
and Comptroller have accepted his proposi- 
tion to supply gas at this rate till May 1 next, 
without prejudice to the existing contract. 
The Mayor and Council are entitled to the 
gratitude of the people for the courage and 
persistency with which they have followed 
out the plan agreed upon, and we think Mr. 
Wartxtns and his partners are also entitled 
to a share of the gratitude, as they have un- 
doubtedly been actuated in part by their. 
local pride and interest in Chicago. The 
compromise will do more to establish good 
feeling between the people and the Warxres 
Gas Company than  Poything that has oc- 
curred for years. | 

Mr. Bruurnes, of the West Side Company, 
gives no sign as yet of his willingness to 
come down to the same basis, but we pre- 
sume that he will do so shortly. He is also 
a citizen of Chicago, has enjoyed a rich 
harvest from his franchise, and ought to be 
as anxious to earn the good will of the peo- 
ple as the managers of the other Company. 
It is certain that gas can be manufactured as 
cheaply on the West Side as in the North 
and South Divisions, and there is no reason 
why his Company should be paid more than 
the other; indeed, while the other Company 
was a heavy loser by the fire of 1871, 
Mr. Birmas Company was benefited 
thereby, and its business increased. The 
pluck of the present Council leaves no doubt 
that oil will be substitated in the street- 
lamps of the West Division if Mr. Bruiimes 
does not relent, and he should not court the 
resentment and ill-will of his own patrons, 
for the private consumers will surely follow 
the lead of the city. We trust he will be 
guided by reason in the matter, and not force 
the city to extremities. 

After having settled the gas controversy, 
the present Council will have about com- 
pleted the work of retrenchment to which it 
was pledged when elected, and will have ar- 
ranged to save probably more than $1,000,000 
of the expenditures laid out for the remain- 
der of the ptesent fiscal year. We think 
this will convince the people of the wisdom 
of electing honest men and good citizens to 
the stewardship of the city’s affairs, and give 
the bummers a permanent conge in Chicago 
politics.

THE FOURTH CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICT. 

We understand that Gen. Huntrnor has 
made a proposition that the State Central 
Committee shall decide between him and 
Mr. Larnnor in the controversy that has 
grown out of the Congressional nomination 
in the Fourth District of this State. His 
plan is that the State Committee shall exam- 
ine the record of the various steps in the 
preliminary contest for the nomination and 
the record of the nominating convention, 
and with this data decide whether Mr. 
Laturop be the nominee, or Gen. Hurisur 
the nominee, or whether both shall retire. 
There are some objections to this plan. One 
is, that the State Central Committee may 
decline to have anything to do with the Con- 
gressional nominations, and the Republican 
voters of the Fourth District might object to 
the interference of said Committee, no mat- 
ter what the decision should be. Another is, 
that Mr. Larnnor stands before the people 
as the nominee of the Republican Conven- 
tion, and they may claim that Gen. Hun- 
BUT, asa candidate before the Convention, 
should abide by its choice. 

It is very unfortunate that there isa seri- 
ous schism in the Fourth District, which, if 
not healed, may not only cost the Republic- 
ans a seat in Congress, but lose them enough 
members of the Legislature to jeopardize a 
Senatorship. We cannot believe that Gen. 
Hvntnor intends to push the quarrel to ex- 
tremities and split the party strength 
in that glorious old Republican district. 
The General’s friends may feel aggrived that 
he was not renominated, but they must not 
forget that he has held the seat for two 
terms already, and has received many honors 
at the hands of the Republican party. 
The trouble in the district will not 
be cured by running the General as 
a bolter and thereby electing the 
Tron and Henpricss candidate. Under 
all the circumstances, it seems to us that the 
best and wisest thing to be done is for the 
Republicans of the Fourth District to unite 
on Larnnor, and for Humor to counsel 
and encourage this course, and for the dis- 
trict thus to give its old-time Republican 
majority. 

The particular goddess of justice who holds 
the scales in Judge GeRaLp’s Court at Waco, 
Tex., must have been delighted with the prompt 
action of that Judge in a serious emergency on 
the 9th inst.

The leading produce markets were moderately 
active yesterday, and somewhat irregular on the 
whole, though prices were steadier than the recent 
average.

Some Additional Gossip About the 
Long-Contemplated Lake- 
Front Depot, 


Will the Baltimore & Ohio Join the 
Northwestern, or Stay with the 
Illinois Central ? 


The Canada Southern Fighting 
the Eastern Pool on Live- 
Stock Rates. 


THE LAKE-FRONT DEPOT. 

No one can deny that the Lake-Front is the 
proper place for the railroads to come into the 
city. are no streets to cross, and the 
lives of people are not continually endangered 
by moving trains. Yet, owing to the short- 
sightedness of our city authorities, there is con- 
siderable danger that most of the roads now 
coming in that way will be driven to seek an 
entrance elsewhere because they cannot secure 
sufficient depot and yard room. It is now two 


| years since the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 


came into this city, but up to the present time 
it nas been unable to secure depot accommoda- 
tions. When the managers of the road decided 
to enter the city by the Lake-Front, they were 
tolerably certain that the city would sell to the 
railroads the two blocks between Randolph 
and Madison streets for the purpose of havin 
a grand union depot erected thereon. The III 
nois Central Railroad had agreed to let it have 
the use of its present temporary depot until 
that time. But the [linois Central was unable

mer the Illinois Central and Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroads made another effort to have the 
city sell them the two blocks on the Lake-Front 
for a depot, offering $800,000 for the same. This 
is considered a very high price, especially since 
real estate in this city has greatly depreciated. 
The two roads intended to build without delay 
a grand depot, and let such roads as choose to 
come in do so. But the matter is still in the 
hands of the Council Committee, who are fight- 
ing over technicalities, and the roads do not 
know what to do for ample depot accommoda- 
tions. In thisdilemma the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad has come to the conclusion that it will 
serve its interests better by leaving the Lake- 
Front, entering the city on the West 
Side, and building a depot in conjunc- 
tion with the. Northwestern Railroad, either 
at the corner of Canal and Kinzie streets or at 
the corner of Wells and Kinzie streets on the 
North Side. The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
can easily make the change without buildin 
more than a few miles of road. Tuere isa — 
now built which runs from South Chicago to a 
unction with the — Rock Island & Pacific 
ilroad, between Blue land and Englewood. 
This is the transfer road, and is at present used 
by the Rock Island Road for a South Chicago 
branch. There will be no difficulty in securing 
this line at a very low rate, as ite aes and 
owners would be glad to get rid of it. From the 
junction of the Rock Island Road the Transfer 
Company has the right of way to the North- 
western car shop and it would cost 
but little to build this short section. 
From this point the Baltimore & Ohio can come 
in over the lowa Division of the Northwestern 
Railroad. Mr, W. C. Quincy, General Manager 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, will be in the 
city to-day for the purpose of deciding what 
course to pursue. The Illinois Cent Rail- 
road, anxious to keep the Baltimore & Ohio on 
the Lake Front, has had considerable correspond- 
ence lately with the managers of the Michigan 
Central Railroad, with a view of getting their 
consent to let the Baltimore & Ohio share the 
comforts of the shed which is at present used 
by the Lake-Front roads as a depot. Mr. Sloan, 
the President of the Michigan Central, has at last 
given his consent, and Mr. Quincy will be informed 
when he arrives here to day,by the managers of 
the Illinois Central Railroad, that his road can 
come into the depot if it wants to. Wat Mr. 
Quincy will do under these circumsances is a 
matter of conjecture, but it is probable that he 
will decide to remain on the Lake-Front for 
awhile longer, and see if the city authorities 
will not come to their senses in the meantime. 
In this event the Baltimore & Ohio trains will 
arrive at and depart from the Central Depot af- 
ter this week, instead of trom the foot of Mon- 
roe street. One thing, however, is quite cer- 
tain, and that is, if the rail do not get 
the ground on which to build a large and 
commodious depot very soon, probably all of 
the roads pow entering there, except the IIli- 
nois Central, will move to the West Side and 
join in the erection of depots there. The IIli- 
vois Central will then have all the ground it 
wants to builda new depot on the present site, 
and the city can sell the two blocks wanted by 
the railroads to circuses and base-ball clubs, 
which now occupy it most of the time — pew 
If the two blocks are sold to the railroad com- 
panies, then all the roads entering there now 
will undoubtedly join in the erection of a grand 
union depot, which will not only be an orna- 
ment and credit to the city, but will greatly 
enhance the value of the now depreciated 
real estate in that neighborhood. Besides 
the Illinois Central Railroad contemplates mak- 
ing a connection with the new Northwestern 
depot on Wells street, by building a railrvad 
bridge across the river below Rush street bridge. 
This Company was empowered in 1857 to build 
such a structure, and there is nothing in the 
way of its erection. The managers of the 
Illinois Central state that they will have to 
build this bridge ultimately any way, for sooner 
or later the Lilinois Central will have to build a 
road on the North Side to make a direct con- 
nection with the main line running through 
Northern Iowa as far as SiouxCity. At present 
the road uses the Burlington & Quincy and 
Chicago & lowa Roads to make connections with 
its Lowa line.

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A LEAP FOR DEATH. 

JUMPING FROM A. FOURTH STORY WINDOW. 

Yesterday afternoon, about 1 o’clock, a young 
man named George Moody attempted suicide by 
leaping from one of the windows of the fourth 
floor of the Sheldon Court Hotel, on West 
Madison near Sheldon street. Moody is a young 
man some 36 years of age, and has a wife anda 
baby about two weeks old. He is a young man 
of rather a sanguine-nervous temperament. 
Up to to some four weeks ago he was employed 
on the Western Rural, which paper was recently 
sold out under a chattel mortgage to a man 
named Hoodless. In the transfer of the 
journal an indebtedness to Moody of 
some $400 was overlooked, and he was 
deprived of his just dues. This weighed 
heavily on his mind. Added to this was 
the fact that he was soon to become a father, 
which involved extra expenses. About two 
weeks ago his wife was confined: 

Moody worked at whatever he could get to 
do, but losing his wages on the Western Aur 
caused him to run behind on his board-bill. 
This, added to his troubles, induced him to take 
alcohol to allay excitement. Instead of subdu- 
ing it, however, it had a contrary effect. Brood- 
ing over his troubles and using chloral caused a 
temporary fit of insanity, during which he at- 
tempted to take his life. He was in the bed- 
room with his wife and nurse when he made the 
terrible leap. Mrs. Moody caught her husband 
as he jumped from the window, and, for a mo- 
ment held him his coat. But, poor 
woman, her strength gave way, and 
down went the would-be suicide to the 
ground below, a distance of fully 50 feet. In 
descending he struck a sign, and came down 
upon an awning, which broke the fall, and, per- 
haps, saved his life. Several persons heard the 
screams of Mrs. Moody and her nurse, and saw 
the man fall. Among them was Dr. C. M. 
Fitch, of 520 West Madison street, who lives 
nearly opposite. He ran over, helped pick up 
the injured man, and assisted in carrying him 
into the hotel, where a cot was provided for 
him on the sitting-room floor. 

An examination revealed the fact that 
Moody’s right-arm was terribly shattercd. The 
elbow joint was mashed to a pulp. Across the 
back and sides there are some fearful bruises, 
but the exact extent of the injuries cannot at 
present be stated. Dr. Fitch declined to speak 
positively as to his bein 1 internally. He 
thought, however, as Moody passed no blood, 
that there was no danger from internal hurts. 
The shock was so terrible that it is hardly pos- 
sible that he will recover. Last evening Moody 
was quite low, and the physician stated that he 
might die any moment, as his system was ex- 
hausted by the excessive use of chloral, aside 
from the shock received by the fall. 

Mrs. Moody, though laboring under great 
mental excitement and anguish, held up won- 
derfully, and last evening was considered as 
comfortable as might be expected. Both she 
and her husband are well spoken of at the 
hotel, and there is a deep fe of sympathy 
for them.
